The farmer who sUJl uses nar­ 
row tires for heavy loads is not only 
wasting time and horse energy, but is 
guilty of cruelty to animals and the 
destruction of the public highways. 
The relation between weight of load 
and w idth of tire and the maintenance 
of roads in each section should be 
carefully considered and fixed by local 
regulations.

Presbyterian church in M issouri to 
th e Presbyterian Church of the Unit­ 
ed States of America. 
The suits involve property valued 
at m ore than $1,500,000. 
One appeal 
deals 
with

churches in the state and the other 
concerns the M issouri Valley college 
at M arshall, Mo., valued at $500,000. 
The litigation grew out of the union 
of the two churches in 1906. 
The act 
of union was passed by the Cumber­ 
land church assem bly a t D ecatur, 111., 
and by the Presbyterian church at 
Des Moines, la. 
Certain m em bers of the C umber­ 
land church refused to approve the 
action of their assem bly and claimed 
all the property of th eir church. The 
united church, known &9 the N orth­ 
ern Presbyterians, started litigation 
in the state courts of ten states and 
won m ost of their suits, but the Cum­ 
berland church won in Missouri. 
The suits were carried to the state 
suprem e court in M issouri and the 
Cum berland church was again given 
a 
favorable 
decision. 
The United 
Presbyterian 
church 
then 
brought 
suit in the federal court about three 
years ago. 
Judge Van Valkenburgh gave a de­ 
cision last December favorable to the 
United Presbyterian church. 
Appeals 
to the decision were taken Friday.

Moving Day. 


On Friday we moved the office of 
the bureau to the court house. 
Prof. 


T. R. Luckett, county superintendent, 
and the manager of the bureau will 
occupy the same office, the one where 
Prof. Lockett has always been.

be arranged in one of the rooms ad­ 
joining the criminal court. 
Under 
the new arrangem ent some person 
will be in the office to look after m at­ 
ters when Prof. Lucked or myself 
are away from the office. This office 
will be open six days of each week. 
Report on the Army Worms. 
For the last three days reports 
have been reaching the office that 
the pest seems to be disappearing 
rather rapidly. 
W e find 
that 
the 
damage done has perhaps been over­ 
estim ated a little, as the areas over 
which the damage occurred has not 
been very great. 
Possibly some of the pastures and 
meadows could have been saved by 
resorting to the use of the roller and 
brush, but it is evident practically 
ell of the corn could have been saved 
thus far. 
I have visited a few fields where 
conditions surrounding the corn were 
about as bad ag could possibly be, 
yet these men have their corn safe. 
The method used was extensive ditch­ 
ing. 
One ditch rightly graded will give 
you good service as far as it goes, 
jbut with all th at can possibly be 
done many worms will get ever the 
one ditch. 
This should lead us to 
make more ditches, and it will be 
found that a number of worms will 
possibly get over a second and may­ 
be a third, but it will be only a rare 
case where they will pass the fourth. 
These inside ditches should extend 
for five or six spaces ahead of where 


the worms are at work around the 
entire field. There are several things 
that will make this ditch. 
One or 
two have been described in former 
articles, but another very effective 
one is a piece of tim ber about 6x6 
inches, with some 2x4 let from one 
corner so that a sort of platform can 
be made that will smooth the ground 
at th© sides of the ditch and the 
angle of the 6x6 in the bottom of the 
furrow. 
lf the ground happens to be too 
hard to allow the 6x6 to make a fur­ 
row deep enough, the cultivator can 
be run ahead, letting one shovel down 
deep, and by putting these ditches in 
about every two spaces the plan will 
certainly save the field, except in the 
event of a rain; that would make the 
sides of the ditch solid enough where 
the footing of the worms would not 
give way. 
In the event of a shower 
the ditches should be dragged again. 
It is to be hoped that no further 
troubles from the pests will occur 
after 
the 
present 
difficulties 
are 
over. Where the corn has been eaten 
off 
below 
the 
surface it is rather 
doubtful if it will grow again. 
If the 
plants are cut off from one to twro 
inches above the surface the corn may 
possibly come again; but if good seed 
can be secured it would no doubt, be 
more satisfactory to plant over again. 
Where the corn has been destroyed, 
if the ground is good, a fair crop of 
corn could be yet grown in places if 
the season is fair. 
Millett, sorghum, 
caffir corn, milo maize or feterita 
may be grown as well as cowpeas and 
soy beans, but the soy bean supply of 
seeds seems to be practically exhaust­ 
ed and not many cow pea seeds can 
be found at this time. 
On account o# some of us losing cur 
pastures and meadows, it would seem 
wise to provide for something to take 
the place of such feeds.

A Soil Survey of Pettis County. 
(By H. H. Krusekopf.) 
The University of Missouri, in co­ 
operation with the bureau of soils of 
the United States departm ent of agri­ 
culture, is now* making a soil survey 
of Pettis county. 
The question at 
once arises in the minds of most peo­ 
ple. W hat is a soil survey; hew is it 
made, and how does it benefit the 
farmers? 
Briefly stated, a soil survey is the 
making an inventory of and working 
plans for our biggest natural asset, 
the soil. 
It Is a fundamental investi­ 
gation of the nature, origin, distribu­ 
tion. relation and utilization of our 
soils. 
The question of keeping up 
the fertility of the soil under contin­ 
uous farming is now- occupying the 
attention of all peoples. 
They are 
beginning to realize that agriculture 
is the only perm anent basis of nat­ 
ural wealth; and since all agriculture 
is based on the soil, the necessity of 
studying the latter is obvious. 
The most may be gotten from a 
soil only when 
Its 
characteristics, 
composition and location 
are 
thor­ 
oughly known. 
Its physical proper­ 
ties and location must be determined 
before any important progress can 
be made in the investigations of its 
characteristics and composition. 
It 
is not possible for the state or gov­ 
ernment to conduct experiments on 
every tract of land; howeve1', it is 
practical to conduct experiments of 
each of the im portant kinds of soil 
in the state, and when the character, 
distribution and location of the par­ 
ticular kind of soil on whlcn there 
is experimental data is obtained, then 
it can be determined definitely to 
what areas the results obtained may 
be applied to. 
So, a soil survey in­ 
cludes the fundamental work of de­ 
termining the nature of the soils and 
their distribution, and of determining 
the 
most 
permanently 
profitable 
method of soil m anagem ent

An attempt is made to determine the 
character of the soil for every 
acre arca. 
Samples from each soil 
type are collected for analysis and 
study in the laboratories of the sur­ 
vey.

The soil reports are of value to the 
officers at the experiment station in 
that they are a reliable and accurate 
reference to use in answering the 
large correspondence that comes to 
them daily. 
By knowing the charac­ 
ter of the soil, as indicated on the 
soil map. on which the inquiry is 
made, the station men can give more 
definite information, for probably one 
of the experimental plats is located 
on the same kind of soil and has in­ 
dicated the best methods of manag­ 
ing the same.

Jefferson City, Mo., June 6.— Re* 
ga rd less of early 1914 reports to the I 
contrAy, Missouri for 1913, as it has j 
done year by year since 1908, holds j 
first rank among all states in produc­ 
tion of lead ore, beating out Idaho by 
at least 16,000 tons. 
The lead con­ 
tents of lead concentrates from South­ 
west, 
Southcentral 
and 
Scutlmast 
Missouri amounted to 
176,116 
tons, 
worth $15,498,20S. as compared to the 
production by the same counties in 
1912 of 177,069 tons, worth $15,936,- 
210. 


Southwest Missouri, which takes in 
what is known as the Joplin-Spring- 
field district, reaching from Spring­ 
field west to the Kansas line, is. cred­ 
ited with producing 28,558 tons of 
commercial 
lead, 
worth 
$2,513,104. 
The remainder of the state’s output 
belongs to the counties east of those 
included 
in 
the 
Springfield,-Joplin 


district, amounting to 147,558 tons of 
commercial lead, worth $12,985,104. 
Most of the Missouri lead comes 
from St. Francois county, which con­ 
sidering its area, contains the richest 
known lead deposits of the world. 
Madison, Jefferson, Franklin, Craw­ 
ford, 
Washington, 
Ste. 
Genevieve. 
W ayne 
and 
other 
counties in the 
same section of the state annually 
furnish their regular quota of lead, 
the quantity and the value amounting 
to about what the SpiJngfield-Joplin 
district produces. 
In the form of 
concentrates 
the 
1913 lead production of the state was 
255,400 
tons, 
worth 
$11,334,387. 
Through the process of further refin­ 
ing the lead concentrates tho output 
was reduced to 176,116 tons of com­ 
mercial lead, but the value enhanced 
nearly $4,000,000 or to $15,498,208. 
Labor troubles in 1913 caused the 
mines of St. Francois county to sus- 
I>e!id operations 
for 
probably 
ten 
days, a condition which reduced the 
output, and it was thought in early 
1914 when the first compilation of the 
1913 output was made, that this re­ 
duction would lose for Missouri its 
ranks as the first and chief lead pro­ 
ducer of the United States. 
Final 
figures, which were swelled by in­ 
creases in the output of other lead 
producing counties, beld for Missouri 
the high honor it has possessed as a 
lead producing state ever since 1908. 
The above assertions constitute ad­ 
vance information from the 1914 Red 
Book of the Missouri bureau of labor 
statistics, given out today for publi­ 
cation by Commissioner John T. Fitz­ 
patrick. 
Facts and figures which fol­ 
low', furnished by the United States 
geological survey, covering the 1913 
production of “ primary refined lead’’ 
of all lead producing states and par­ 
ticularly Idaho, 
emphatically 
show 
that Missouri again holds first hon­ 


ors. 
Idaho, for ii* 13, is credited with 
137,802 tons of “ primary refined lead" 
and Missouri with 152,430 tons. 
In 
1912 Idaho had a production of 127,- 
780 tons of “ primary refined lead" 
and Missouri 162,610 tons. 
This state 
then led Idaho by 34.830 tons ol “ pri­ 
mary refined lead.'* 
For 1913, chiefly because of the 
labor troubles in St. Francois county, 
the Missouri output of “ primary re­ 
fined lead*’ decreased a little over 
10,000 tons, hut. regardless of this 
misfortune, Missouri heat Idaho, ac­ 
cording to the authority mentioned, 
by 14,628 tons of “ primary refined 
lead.” 
To these figures 
for 
both 
states are to be added the production 
of 
what 
is 
known as “ secondary 
lead," of which Missouri, in the final 
figures, receives its share in propor­ 
tion of about 19 to 16, giving it a 


still further lead on Idaho.

considering 
Idaho. 
Missouri 
produced as much lead in 1913 as all 
the 
other 
lead 
producing 
states, 
among which are Colorado, Nevada.
